1981, requires that imported wheat 
and flour be mixed with domestic 
wheat and flour. Since Sept. 7, 1931 
the proportion of Netherlands’ 
wheat and flour required has been 
22 1-2 per cent. 

Wheat and flour entering Great 
Britain from overseas will be gub- 
jected to 3d a bushel in case of 
wheat and a 10 per cent ad valorem 
duty in case of flour, except when 
such products come from Empire 
countries, once the British Parla- 
ment passes the Empire ‘preferences.

OTTAWA, Nov, 5—Cancer never begins ag cancer, 
Dr. Joseph C. Bloodgood, internationally noted cancer 
research worker of Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore 
told the Ottawa Medical Chirurgical Society here  to- 
day. It begins as a single spot, he said, “and the nor- 
mal cells of that spot are changed to abnormal cells, 
which are not cancer cells."’ Chronic irritation, injury 
of pre-existing lumps such as warts or moles, and un- 
healed wounds anywhere, are the sites in which cancer 
develops, the doctor continued. A semi-annual examina- 
tion of mothers, he said, would permit detection of spots 
which ar enot cancer but which may become cancer or 
are the earliest stages of cancer. Radium treatmen' 
could then be used to cure at least 60 per cent of the

Have enough bed- 
‘clothes to keep you warm, and open 
‘the window sufficiently to keep the 
‘air of the room cool and in gentle 
motion. 

There is no drug or other remedy 
which acts as a specific cure for a 
cold. No medicine should be taken 
excepting what is ordered by your 
\doctor. Drink a great deal of fiuid, 
such as water, milk, fruit juices, 
jand clear soups. 
| If you remain in bed until you 
fully recover, you are taking one 
‘practical measure to prevent pneu- 
‘monia~ or other serfous compTication. 
There is danger is getting out of 
bed too soon. The fact that many 
careless persons recover from colds 
does not alter the fact that it is 
mong these sam_ ecarelesg people 
hat mot of the pneumonias develop.

ELECTION — 


The Democratic party swept the 
United States in the elections on 
Tuesday. Leading his party to}- 
victory, Franklin D. Roosevelt won 
an estimated number, made at noon 
Wednesday, of 472 electoral votes 
while Hoover had only 59, It re- 
quires only 266 to elect a president.

With a large membership in both 
houses of congress still to be classi- 
fled as to their present attitude on 
the 12-year-old prohibition. laws, 
final returns will have to be re- 
corded before the battling wet and 
dry organizations can say whether 
majorities will turn up for modi- 
fication of the Volstead Act or 
whether the required two thirds will 
submit a repeal or revision amend- 
ment of the constitution.
